After Sheriff Hayes had served the war- 
rants on these persons hé announced that 
he would return to Hammond today with 
as many more. Prominent citizens and 
wealthy property-owners were speculating 
last night as to who would be arrested next. 

Deputy Prosecutor John O. Bowers is 
generally credited with securing the indict- 
ments. The indicted men were much in- 
censed at his activity before the grand jury 
and several of them declared he had under- 
taken to purify the moral atmosphere of 
Hammond as a means of repaying personal 
grudges. Morris Champaign, a former sa- 
loonkeeper, is said to have furnished much 
of the information to the prosecutor. Cham- 
paign, it seems, had seme trauble with Chief 
of Police Malo of Hammond and began tell- 
ing stories around town. These stories 
reached the prosecutor's ears and he began 
an investigation. 0 


Towle Thinks It a Joke. 


Marcus Towle took the fgct of his indict- 
ment as a joke. Mr. Towle is the founder 
of Hammond, having settled where the city 
now stands in 1869. He scrved as Mayor 
several terms, and for fourteen years was 
Vice President of the Hammend Packing 
company.

Wide Open Town the Cause. 


Citizens of Hammond declare that for 
some months the town has been running 
‘‘wide open.” Repeated raids upon disor- 
derly places were made by the police, but 
this did not result in driving them out. As 
a last resort the owners of the buildings 
wherein these resorts are said to be located 
were indicted. Many of the citizens openly 
assert that the police and city administra- 
dion are protecting the resorts. 

Justices Crawford and Friedley are 
charged with embezzlement. It is alleged 
that the justices withheld money received 
from fines which should have been paid 
into the State Treasury: Justice Crawford 
and his son Max are charged with falsify- 
ing the public records. Max Crawford acts 
as his father’s clerk, and they are specifically 
charged with making erasures and altera- 
tions on their books to cover up the alleged 
embezzlement of the State fines. 


* Malo Also Under the Ban. 

Chlef of Police Malo is also under the ban. 
A few days ago he was arrested and charged 
with assisting a prisoner to escape. It is al- 
leged that the Chief placed a ladder at a 
rear window of the jail and told Pearl Van 
Dorn, a prisoner, to get away. The case has 
not yet been heard, and in the meantime the 
Chief is under bonds.

Illustrated in the Donnersberger-Ellsworth, the

James W. Ellsworth and Joseph Donners- 
berger of the South Park commission passed 
sharp words during the meeting of the board 
yesterday afternoon, and in speeches each 
questioned the truth of a certain statement 
made by the other.

he said, was necessary in order that the 
board might avail itself of the river dredg- 
ings which were now being dumped along 
the shore south of Sixteenth street. He ex- 
plained that the price of 7 9-10 cents a cubic 
yard to be paid to contractors for these 
dredgings was conditional on the securing 
of the Lake Front title from the State. 


Elisworth’s Statement. 


Mr. Ellsworth’s statement concluded: 

„As soon as the Legislature meets we can 
submit the whole matter and ask for au- 
thority for additional income, but in the 
meantime it is my belief that.it is for the 
best interests of myself as a taxpayer, and 
of every other owner of property in the 
South Division of our city, that the objec- 
tion to the assessment of the two mills tax 
should be withdrawn, as, if the question is 
eontinued to be agitated, it will put off the 
collection of these taxes for the coming year 
which is the period that it is really needed; 
and the amount to each and every taxpayer 
is so small, comparatively, that the asser- 
tion that it is a hardship to the taxpayer is 
a mistake. With the two mills tax added 
the South Park board has but half of the tax 
collected and used by the North and West 
Park boards respectively.“ 


Donnersberger Replies. 


When the statement waz concluded Com- 
missioner Donnersberger arose and de- 
clared he would not be a party to any plan 
to place such an illegai tax upon the people. 

We need the money,“ he said, but I will 
not vote to tax the propertyholders when to 
do such a thing would not be according to 
law. I think it a matter of sentiment with 
you gentlemen ’’—meaning President Ells- 
worth and Commissioners Jefferson Hodg- 
kins and William Best—‘‘ that you are now 
carrying on the work of improving the 
park.“ 

President Ellsworth replied: It is a 
shame the way filth from the river is being 
dumped into the lake where it contaminates 
our drinking water, just because contractors 
cannot get into the basin to unload. I won’t 
live in Chicago if the present conditions re- 
main unchanged.“ 

Then President Ellsworth said John P. 
Wilson, attorney for the Real Estate board, 
had zaid the tax might be held to be legal 
by the Supreme Court. 


Signal for the Putbreak.

JEALOUS GIRL KILLS WO 


SOPHIE KLAGSER SHOOTS JOHN 
PETERS AND TREN HERSELF. 


Fires the Fatal Bullets at Midnight in 
Sedgwick Street, Near North Ave- 
nue—Both Expire Instantly—Police- 
man McDonough Hears the Shots 
and Rushes to the Seene—Couple as 
Sweethearts Had Quarreled and 
This Led to the Tragedy. 


Sophie Klagser, 18 years old, shot and in- 
stantly killed her sweetheart, John Peters, 
in Sedgwick street, just north of North ave- 
nue, at midnight last night. Then the girl 
turned the revolver on herself and fired a 
bullet into her brain. She fell dead beside 
her victim. 

Sophie Klagser, or Horence Gleason, as 
she was known in the neighborhood, boarded 
at 72 Rees street with the family of Joseph 
Ewerling. Her real home is said to be 34 
Rice street. 

Peters was 23 years of age and a driver 
for the Merchants’: Parcel Delivery com- 
pany. He lived at 429 North avenue, near 
where he was killed. | ‘ 

Both bodies were taken to Poth’s under 
taking rooms, 860 North Halsted street. 


Result of a Quarrel. 

The murder and suicide were the result of 
a quarrel. Peters had been attentive to Miss 
Klagser for a number of months and the 
neighbors have seen them out driving to- 
gether frequently of late. On Saturday 
night they attended a dance together and 
on the way home quarreled. The Klagser 
girl wanted to attend A second dance while 
Peters was unwilling. This is supposed to 
have been the original cause of the murder 
and suicide. ; 

The girl was noticed early in the evening 
pacing excitedly up and down the sidewalk 
at North avenue and Larrabee street. 

Policeman McDonough saw her there and 
spoke to her. Three Hours later he was 
standing in the same place when he heard 
a revolver’ shot and saw the flash of the 
discharge at the mouth of an alley running 
into Sedgwick street a few hundred feet 
north of North avenue, 0 


Body Leaning Against the Fence. 

McDonough ran to the place and found 
the body of Peters leaning against the fence. 
Miss Klagser’s body lay less than three feet 
away on the sidewalk. The revolver was in 
her hand. Both had been shot through the 
right temple and both had died instantly 
without speaking after the weapon was first 
discharged. 

The policeman was unkbile to find any one 
who witnessed the actual shooting. 

Passersby had noticed Peters and the 
woman emerge from the alley together and 
stop on the sidewalk. Peters, his hands in 
his overcoat pockets, had leaned back 
against’ the fence, while;Miss Klagser ad- 
dress him excitedly. When the police 
picked up Peters’ body his hand was still 
thrust in the pocket. So quick had been the 
woman's action and sa deadly her atm he 
had not moved a muscle before the shot 
struck him. His body had slipped down 
and hung from the fence against which he 
had been leaning.

Hie has, how- 
ever, changed his mind several times as to 
the date. He was unwilling to retire so long 
as he could attend to the duties of his posi- 
tion.

Justice Field is about 81 years old, and 
hence could have retired on full pay at any 
time since.

Havana, Oct. 13.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 


R, Hearst.]—General Calixto Garcia has at- 
tacked and captured the City of Bequita, 
Santiago de Cuba Province. His army was 
operating in the vicinity and learned that 
a large Spanish convoy had stopped there en 
route for General Luque's army, hear 
Bayamo; The Spanish made a stout de- 
fense, but were repulsed. Garcia captured 
the whole convoy consisting of fifty carts 
of supplies, 150 mules, and $70,000 in paper 
money, which is good currency in eastern 
Cuba. The Spanish loss was 500 killed and 
wounded. The insurgents also lost heavily 
from the fire of the fort. Garcia has since 
évacuated the place. 

The news published yesterday that 180 
Cubans | deported to African penal Settle- 
ments had been pardoned caused the great- 
est excitement in Havana, and friends 
of 8.000 odd persons who have been 
exiled on absurd pretexts during this war 
eagerly scanned the official lists, hoping to 
discover the names of relatives thereon. 
Among those pardoned are ‘several persons 
of importance who have incurred Weyler’s 
hatred. | When he heard the news he re- 
marked | angrily: Ha! they are letting 
wild beasts come back here to fight. Then 
they will say I never cleared the insurrec- 
tionists from the island.“ 

All here except the ignorant classes and 

the Spaniards who come to Cuba to serve in 
the volunteer force and work in a civil ca- 
pacity are rejoicing over Weyler's depart- 
ure. 
The manifestations in his favor are wholly 
comprised of government Officials, who find 
it policy to fawn at the feet of the chief, 
and the laborers, cabmen, and bodoga keep- 
ers, who are sustained by the volunteer 
force of Havana. General Blanco; however, 
has g reputation for being a strict disciplin- 
arian, and his advent is not looked forward 
to with joy by the Spanish officials, who 
have had an easy time under Weyler's cor- 
rupt régime. Business-men, however, are 
enthusiastic over the change.

SYSTEMATIC MURDER IN SERVIA 


Brigand Testifies That He Was Hired 
to Kill by a Leading Member of 
the Assembly. 


London, Oct. 14.—The Vienna correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mail; describing the pro- 
ceedings of the trial of 200 brigands and re- 
ceivers of stolen property, now in progress 
at Techaischak, in Servia, which have al- 
ready revealed systematic plundering and 
murdering of members of the Liberal party

ARRIVES AT NEW YORK ON A STEAM- 
ER FROM HAVANA. 


Escaped Cuban Girl Tells How She 
Escaped the Vigilance of the Span- 
ish Police Disguised as a Man and 
Smoking a Big Black Cigar—Falls« 
on Her Knées and Weeps When She 
Sees. the American Shores — Gives 
Her Jail Companions Laudanum. 


New York, Oct. 13.—[Special.]—Evangel- 
ina Cossio y Cisneros set foot in New York 
today for the first time in her life. Tonight 
she slept at the Waldorf. Tomorrdw she 
will receive a welcome at the hands of her 
fellow-countrymen. 

It was in the disguise of a man that this 
young girl escaped. To strengthen her dis- 
guise she smoked a big black cigar which 
her friends who assisted her gave her and 
puffed a big cloud of smoke in the Spanish 
officer’s face as she i 3 aboard the 
steamer. 

Ax, madre,“ gasped l e Cisneros 
today, rolling her big brown eyes, but 
that cigar was almost as bad as the prison. 
They did not come nearer killing me in 
Recojidas than that cigar did on the steam- 
er. The whole world swam around me. The 
boat seemed to rise toward me. The water 

Was yellow and the sky was black. Ay de 
mi, how can men smoke them?“ 

Miss Cisneros came in on the steamer 
Seneca this morning. She was met by a 
tug with Mrs. J. Ellen Foster and others, 
who have interested themselves in her, 
aboard, and Drought to this city. A large 
crowd had gathered at the dock, but the 
escaped Cuban girl was placed un a carriage 
and driven to the Waldorf. 

It is a dream, a happy, happy dream,” 
she said; as she settled down into the cush- 
ions of her carriage. ‘lt has all gone so 
quickly. I'm not tired, but my head is 
whirling. It seems as if I must wake up 
and find myself looking out through those 
bars again and wondering if I should ever 
see the sky uncrossed by iron. It was only 
yesterday, or it seems so, that I was hid- 
ing in the house of those good friends of 
mine in Havana while the whole city was 
hunting me.’’ 


Waited at the Window. 


It was Tuesday night very late when we 
planned that I should be free,“ she con- 
tinued. ‘‘ I put on my dress when the others 
were asleep and waited at the window for 
hours. At last I heard a noise. I did not 
say a word until the first man was right up 
to the bars. ‘It is I, I have been waiting 
for two hours,’ I whispered. The long- 
bearded man reached through and squeezed 
my hand. Be brave,’ he said, we shall 
save you.’ 

I did not speak again, and they began to 
saw the bar. Heavens! how that old iron rat- 
tled. We did not speak another word, but 
I stood there watching and waiting for them 
to get through the bar. Then I heard some- 
body move in the cell. 

They are awake,’ I whispered, and 
then they stopped sawing. 

We must stop now,’ my correspondent 
said, ‘but be brave: be here tomorrow at 
midnight, and we will come again.’ 

The next day I prayed nearly all day, not 
on my knees, but in my heart, you know. We 
had supper, and when I poured the coffee I 
put a few drops of laudanum in it so that 
they should sleep soundly. I went to bed the 
oe time as the others and lay there wait-

The first I knew my rescuers had come 
again and a vbice said: ‘Are you there, 
Evangelina?’ 

Thank God, you have come,’ I whispered 
back. 

They had better machinery than a saw 
to work with this time and the bars were 
soon pried off. The men pulled me out the 
window and we walked across the roof 
without any shoes on, so there should be no 
noise. At the wall and extending across the 
street there was a ladder. I went across 
the ladder running and descended into the 
patio of, the little house in O' Farrell street. 
We did not wait. 


Dodging the Civil Guard. 


Mx strong man picked me up in his arms 
and carried me out into tthe street to the 
carriage. I never knew horses to go so fast 
as those horses did that night. I de not 
know where they took me. It was a house 
where they were prepared for our coming, 
and they took mein and hid mo, and as ue 
were inside I heard the civil guard walking 
the street. They told me I should be placed 
on the steamer and sent to the United States 
the next day. I was all ready, bu: they 
could not fix it. For two days more IStald 
in this house, never going near the windows 
and getting behind the bed when anybody 
stopped at the door. 

On the third day, Saturday, I was told 
to get ready: They gave me a suit of boy’s 
clothes and a hat and told me I must cut 
my hair, That hat was big. I showed.them 
I did not reed to cut my hair, because I 
could hide it all in the hat, so they said ‘All 
right.’ 

“Another man.told me he would come in 
the evening and get me, and about 6 o’clock 
he said from the door: ‘ Follow me.’ 

“We walked to the wharf and I gotina 
little sailboat all alone with the boatman. 
We sailed right out to where the Seneca was 
lying in the bay. The police boat was there 
and the police were all around. 


Smoking a Black Cigar. 


When We came near I lighted one of the 
big cigars they had given me. A sailor came 
down the gangway, stood there a minute, 
and when the tide swung my boat close 
by he whispered: ‘ Follow.’ 

“Then he went back on the ship, and I, 
who had been lying comfortably back in 
the seat of the boat, looking at the police, 
stretched myself as I have seen men do, 
puffed on my cigar, and followed. I passed 
so close to the Chief of Police that I could 
have slapped his face. I blew a big cloud of 
smoke then, so he could only see me as in a 
fog. He didn't pay any attention at all and 
handed me the passport of Juan Sola, which 
I was told to get. I followed my sailor 
around the corner of the cabin and into a 
stateroom. 

Hide, he said, and he lifted up a berth.

FIFTH MAN IS MAERTENS. 


He Is an Eminent Authority on 
International Law. 


ONLY NAME ON BOTH LISTS. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 13.—The Interna- 
tional Court of Arbitration which is to pass 
on the British-Venezuelan boundary has 
been completed by the selection of M. Maer- 
tens, a distinguished Russian jurist, as um- 
pire, and arrangements are being made for 
the assembling of the court at Paris during 
the late summer or fall of next year. Inthe 
meantime the briefs of Great Britain and of 
Venezuela are being prepared, but none of 
the papers has yet been submitted. M. 
Maertens will act not only as umpire but 
also as President of the court. 

The announcement that a European um- 
pire had been chosen was made in these dis- 
patches some time ago, but the name had 


been withheld until the sanction of the Czar. 


could be secured for M. Maertens’ service as 
arbitrator. Great Britain and Venezuela 
each submitted a list of distinguished jurists 
who would be acceptable to it as umpire. 
These embraced the most noted men of Ru- 
rope, but it is a tribute to M. Maertens that 
his was the only one on the lists of both 
countries. 

M. Maertens’ reputation as an authority 
on international law is world-wide ar.d has 
led to his frequent selection as arbitfator 
and umpire in international differences. He 
is an official of the Russian Foreign Office, 
professor of international law at the Uni- 
versity of St. Petersburg, and author of 
Maertens' Treatise,“ the standard book of 
reference on all the treaties of the world. 
Little doubt is felt as to his acceptance. 

Professor Maertens was one of the dele- 
gates named by the Russian government to 
represent it at the approaching conference 
to be held in this city to consider the condt- 
tions of seal life in the North Pacific. It is 
understood that his selection as the fifth 
arbitrator and head of the commission 
makes it impossible for him to participate 
in the Washington conference, so that the 
Russian interests in the meeting in all proba- 
bility will remain in the care of Mr. Botkin 
and the two delegates who will sit with him. 


NEW ARBITRATION TREATY PLAN 


Subjects in Dispute to Be Referred 
First to the Queen and The 
American Senate. 


London, Oct. 14.— The Daily News says 
this morning: There is a good prospect of 
the speedy conclusion af a general arbitra- 
tion treaty between Gre&t Britain and the 
United States. We have reason to believe 
that President McKinley will propose a 
clause in the treaty providing that before 
any subject is finally referred to the court of 
arbitration such reference shall be approved 
by the Queen on one hand and by the Amer- 
ican Senate on the other. It is expected 
that such a proviso will induce the Senate 
to ratify the treaty; and it is improbable 
that any objection will be raised on this 
side.“ 


NOT A CASE FOR THE EXPERTS. 


Britain’s Way of Looking at the Fur 
Seal Question—Admitted That 
Something Must Be Done. 


London, Oct. 14.—The Daily News says: 
It is not denied by the English experts that 
unless something is done the fur seals will 
be exterminated, 
would fix the date of extinction farther in 
the future than the American experts. Eng- 
land has a greater interest in averting such 
a result than America has. Something must 
be done. What that something may be, how- 
ever, is a question for governments and not 
experts to decide. It is probable that a set- 
tlement may be arrived at by compensating 
the Canadian sealers in a lump sum for aban-

award. There is reason to believe that 
Washington is not indisposed to entertain 
this. 

Once this principle is admitted, it is not 
likely that there would be any difficulty in 
fixing the amount of compensation; and if 
this vested interest were cleared away there 
would be no difficulty in arranging with the 
United States for say five years’ close time 
on both land and sea. 

A few thousand seals would, of course, 
be killed annually to supply the Indians with 
food. But the immense slaughter for the 
sake of skins would cease until 1903. We 
should not be surprised if Lord Salisbury 
instructed Sir Julian Pauncefote on his re- 
turn to Washington to negotiate on such 
a basis.“

ABYSSINIAN ARMY ANNIHILATED 


Three Thousand Men Under General 
Ras Mackonnen Cut to Pieces 
by Somalis. 


London, Oct. 13.—J. Bennett Stanford, who 
has just returned from taking part in an ex- 
pedition to Somaliland, brings news of the 
annihilation, at the end of June, of an Abys- 
sinian army of 3,000 men, under the control 
of the famous General Ras Mackonnen, of. 
which number only sixty-nine escaped. Mr. 
Stanford said: 

While in the interior we came across a, 
powerful Somali chief, who had just re- 
turned from the fight. He told me that the 
Abyssinian force had been raiding down the 
Webbe Shebeyli River, nearly as far as the 
forty-fifth parallel. The Somalis then over- 
whelmed them with large numbers, allowing 
sixty men to go back with the news of the 
defeat. Ras Mackonnen was killed during 
the battle. 

The latest news from Harrar was that an 
Abyssinian army was being dispatched 
against the Somalis, who are eagerly an- 
ticipating another fight. 

In regard to the reported massacre of the 
Cavendish expedition Mr. Stanford said: 

There are no e itions in Somaliland 
to massacre. Peel, who was with me, is 
away to the south, Lord Delamere is near 
Lake Rudolph, Major Macdonald is on the 
trade route toward Uganda, and Cavendish, 
when I last heard of him, was on the Kikuyu 


road.”’

Steamers Bound for Dawson. 


The Corwin was at St. Michael's twelve 


days, and while there no steamer came down 
the river from the gold fiel@. Sept. 18 the 
river steamer C. H. Hamilton started again 
up the Yukon River, taking no passengers 
and a small supply of provisions. On Sept. 
19 the river steamer Seattle No. 1 left for the 
Yukon with 175 passengers bound for Daw- 
son City. In St. Michael's when the Corwin 
left was the steamer Mare Island with seven- 
ty-five passengers on board and the steamer 
Mervin with 140 passengers. They were pre- 
paring to go up the Yukon andintend getting 


up the river this season, but the commander 


of the Corwin doubted that either one of 
them would be able to reach even the mouth 
of the Yukon. Unless a heavy freshet has 
occurred on the Yukon since the Corwin left 
every one of these boats will.be caught in 
the ice. The unusual shallowness of the 
river has been generally remarked by all 
recent outcomers from Dawson. 

Dr. Jackson has been spending the summer 
in the Yukon River Valley in the interests of 
the United States government. He reports 
the reindeer herds as doing finely, 150 trained 
deer being ready for freighting. 


PROSPECTING ON A BIG SCALE. 


Colorado Miners Will Hunt for Gold in 
Alaska on Scientific Prin- 
ciples. 


Denver, Colo., Oct. 13.—[Special.]—James 
H. Mackenzie and James Casey of Cripple 
Creek left tonight for Seattla They go as 
the advance guard of an expedition that in- 
tends to thoroughly explore Alaska on a 
systematic scale. They are packed by W. 
S. Stratton, the millionaire mining king of 
Cripple Creek; D. R. C. Brown of Aspen, and 
other men who have made millions in min- 
ing. ‘The intention is to pfospect Alaska 
on a gigantic scale, and for that purpose 
the company will provide supplies and ma- 
chinery of the most approved pattern. 

Casey and Mackenzie are not men of 
wealth, but have practical experience in 
Leadville, Cripple Creek, and: Aspen. The 
latter goes at a big salary, having resigned 
the superintendency of the Portland mine, 
where he drew $10,000 a year. At Seattle 
contracts will be awarded for building a 
river steamer, or probably two, to be so ar- 
ranged in sections that it ean be shipped to 
St. Michael's. 

Three steam launches will ali be built for 
tenders, and the boat, when ready, will be 
loaded with 500 tons of provisions, calcu- 
lated to last for two years. Twenty-five of 
the best prospectors of the West have been 
engaged to make locations, and three more 
will be hired on the coast, with a special 
view to knowledge of placers. The river 
steamer will be equipped with powerful 
steam pumps, placed on the deck so that 
the company can prospect along the banks 
wherever this is deemed necessary to sam- 
ple the dirt along the banks. No time will 
be lost, and if results are good the men will 
at once file locations. A sawmill was in- 
cluded in the equipment. i

Sage debt of the country ought to effect a 
reduction in the interest charge that would 
save to borrowers annually many millions of 
dollars. Certainly a system that has already 
accomplished such a reduction in other coun- 
tries is worthy of serious consideration. 


Failure of Mortgage Companies. 


Real estate mortgages have long been 
held in high favor as investments, particu- 
larly those upon city real estate. So far as 
regards farm mortgages the business has 
been somewhat under a cloud of late years’ 
owing to many disastrous failures of so- 
called ‘ investment companies,’ whose rapid 
growth really only attested the necessity 
and the recognition of the necessity for a 
System of mortgage banking. Those fa- 
miliar with the operations of these invest- 
ment companies and with the causes which 
led to their failure know that they never in 
the slightest degree represented legitimate 
farm mortgage business, a fact that is grad- 
ually coming to be better appreciated. It 
is sufficient to say that they have passed 
out of existence and will never be heard 
from again. Certainly they could never 
have remained in business for a single month 
had they been subjected to the same legis- 
lative restrictions and surveillance that is 
extended to the European mortgage banks. 

After showing comparisons of the present 
System with those abroad, together with 
what the life insurance companies have 
done in the way of reducing interest rates, 
Mr, Taft concluded: 

The experience of the German mortgage 
banks has proven that bond issues to the 
extent of fifteen times the paid up capital 
have been so easily supported that. in view 
of this fact, the statutory limit has been 
raised in the case of banks with a capital of 
over 10,000,000 marks to twenty times such 
capital. , 

In view of the foregoing facts, it is not 
unreasonable to predict that, with wise legis- 
lative provision for their establishment and 
with careful supervision by the government, 
American mortgage banks would experience 
no difficulty whatever in maintaining issues 
of mortgage bonds to thte extent of fifteen 
times their capital stock, although it might 
be a wise precaution at first to restrict the 
limit to ten times the capital stock until the 
business becomes better understood.“

ILLINOIS AFRO - AMERICANS. 


Resolutions Indorsing President Mc- 
Kinley and Governor Tanner and 
Condemning Chicago Papers. 


Alton, III., Oct. 13.—[Special.]—The Afro- 
American State league of Illinois, which has 
been in session here two days, coricluded its 
convention this afternoon with the election 
of J. S. Townsend of O’Fallon, President: 
S. B. Turner of Chicago, Secretary; and 
John Evans of Brooklyn, Treasurer. Spring- 
field was selected as the convention city 
of 1898. Eighty delegates were in attend- 
ance. : 

The convention issued the following pro- 
nunciamento: 

We, the Afro-Americans of Illinois, in 
league convention assembled, heartily in- 
dorse President William McKinley for the 
wise and statesmanlike manner in which 
he has accorded justice to our race. 

We heartily commend John R. Tanner, 
Governor of Illinois, for his firmness in re- 
sisting the efforts of scheming politicians, 
who, if permitted, would thwart the will 
of the people in their desire to have the 
offices within his gift filled by honest, com- 
petent, and worthy men. 

„In the distribution of offices among our 
people he has taken an advanced step and 
placed them in positions in State institu- 
tions heretofore unknown to them in said 
institutions. 

We advise Afro-Americans of this State 
to encourage and promote by every availa- 
ble means industrial education and codp- 
erative enterprises.’ They should go hand 
in hand together, for in them and their suc- 
cess lies the future of our race on this conti- 
nent.“ 

Having thus approved of the liberality of

CROKER THROWS A BOMB. 


Active Administration Influence 
for Gen. Tracy. 


PLATTS FIGHT ON MR. LOW. 


New York,*Oct. 13.—{Special.]—Charles W. 
Dayton, former postmaster, accepted the 
nomination for Controller on the Henry 
George ticket tonight, after two days of 
doubt and hesitancy. 

All evening Mr. Dayton was undecided. He 
hoped for some time that there could be 
brought about a deal with the Citizens’ union, 
whereby Charles S. Fairchild, its candidate, 
would be withdrawn and he made the unify- 
ing force. The Citizens’ union discussed this 
matter during the day and in the evening. 
Finally the officers of the union decided that 
there would be no further changes in their 
ticket. j 

Toward midnight Willis J. Abbott, chair- 


man of the Jeffersonian Democracy Cam- 


paign committee, and E. Lawson Purdy fin- 
ished a long session with Mr. Dayton. They 
won his consent. 

„Gentlemen, I accept your nomination,” 
he exclaimed, suddenly; ‘‘ now let us get 
into the campaign. The fight is on. It will 
be a fight to the bitter end. It will be a 
campaign against bossism and Crokerism.”’ 

„Will you enter the contest even without 
the indorsement of the Citizens’ union?“ he 
was asked. 

“I don’t care for the Citizens’ union in- 
dorsement,“ replied Mr. Dayton. I will 
run on the George ticket alone. That is 
where I will fight.“ 

Henry George said today: The real fight 
is against Crokerism, and the fight must be 
kept up until Crokerism is wiped out of this 
city. 

280 far as I am concerned I would not at 
all be sorry to see Seth Low elected. He at 
least toa certain extent is waging war on the 
forces that I am seeking to destrdy.” 
George Explains His Candidacy. 

Henry George tonight gave out the follow- 
ing letter concerning the recent combination 
with the Citizens’ union: 

“On Friday, Oct. 5, in Cooper Union, 
I accepted the nomination tendered me—that 
of the people there assembled, upon the plat- 
form and resolutions there adopted— that of 
the United Democracy; that of the Demo- 
cratic alliance; that of the Manhattan Single 
Tax club, and that of the People’s party. 

In actepting these nominattons it was 
my intention to do so for myself alone, and 
to leave every question of who should run 
with me for other offices to be settled by the 
organizations themselves, trusting that this 
might be accomplished either by a union 
upon such offices or by my running for Mayor 
upon the tickets of all, leaving subordinate 
offices to be filled in by each. 

As the only way of satisfactorily settling 
these details in the short time allowed by 
the necessity of action under the law, I sub- 
mitted this question of how I should run 
to a committee appointed by the chairman 
of that meeting, composed of men for whose 
probity, prudence, and character I could 
personally vouch. After careful examina- 
tion this committee has recommended to me 


that there be printed on the ticket to be | 


given official currency under the emblem of 
the roostér such names for city offices as 
may be sélected; that there should also be 
printed the names selected by the Citizens’ 
union for candidates in the County of New 
York, by the Democratic organizations for 
the Counties of Kings and Queens, and by 
the Demorracy of Thomas Jefferson for the 
County of Richmond. 

The judgment of this committee, unani- 
mously expressed, commends itself to me 
and has miy entire and unqualified approval. 
I am the candidate of whoever may choose 
to vote for me, and do not presume to ask 
him to vote for any one else. But, since 
we have hot the pure Australian ballot, it 
is necessary that I should take the most 
reasonable means of being presented fairly 
to the voters for their sufferage. I do this 
in the manner recommended to me by the 
committee who have examined the ques- 
tion in all its bearings and te put all the 
associations and organizations favorable to 
me upon an equality, leaving to the individ- 
ual the responsibility of selecting whom he 
may choose for himself: I have at the same 
time withdrawn my acceptance of the nom- 
ination of the United Democracy, the only 
organization supporting me that has made 
a separate ticket. I thus carry out in its 
spirit and meaning the pledge made at the 
people’s mass-meeting at Cooper Union on 
Oct. 5.“ 

Thinks Excise Unjust. ; 

In an interview regarding what he pro- 
posed to do if elected Mayor of Greater New 
York Henry George said today: 

I will execute the excise law according 
to my interpretation of the law, but I will 
tell you frankly what I think about excise. 
I think it is an injustice and an absurdity, 
and I am totally opposed to the existence of 
any excise law whatever. . 

That I can defeat both Van Wyck and 
Tracy I do not feel the slightest doubt. In 
my opinion the issue is solely between Mr. 
Low and myself. I think I shall beat him.“ 

Chairman Quigg of the Republican com- 
mittee had a corps of clerks at work in the 
Bureau of Elections today copying names 
from the petition rolis attached to the cer- 
tificates of Citizens’ union candidates. The 
Platt managers will send out a corps of 
political detectives to visit addresses to 
verify the lists. If 200 names are thrown 
out the number of signers on Low's petition 
would be below the 2,000 required for in- 
dependent nominations. Otto Irving Wise 
said that he had discovered glaring irregu- 
larities in the list. 

Richard Croker made this brief and caustic 
comment today on Charles Dayton’s denun- 
ciation: 

„Mr. Dayton thought I was a very nice 
fellow when I journeyed to Washington 
and used my influence to have him appointed 
Postmaster of New York. Now, because I 
did not see fit to secure for him this nomina- 
tion, he says I am a very bad fellow.“ 

Betting Favors Van Wyck. 

As the campaign progresses bets on the re- 
sult are more frequent. Current rates are 
10 to 6 on Van Wyck. E. L. Norton today of- 
fered to wager $5.000 to $3,000 on Van Wyck. 
E. J. Stockelberg offered $10,000 to 57,000 on 
Van Wyck. E. B. Talcot bet $1,000 to $700 
that Van Wyck will win. M. N. Menham wa- 
gered $500 to $250 that Low will not be elect- 
ed. One hundred dollars was wagered that 
George gets more votes than Low. Louls F. 
Davidson bet George Featherstone $100 to 
$50 that Olcott is not the next District Attor- 
ney. 

At the Bookmakers’ club tonight the fol- 
lowing rates were offered: $100 to 870 on Van 
Wyck, $50 to $100 on Low, $70 to $100 on 
George, $10 to $100 on Tracy and Gleason. 

The Evening Telegram has made a careful 
canvass of fifty-two representative election 
districts in twenty-nine of the thirty-five as- 
sembly districts in the territory which con- 
stitutes the present City of New York. Of 
8,630 voters 1,186 declared that they would 
cast their ballots for Van Wyck, Tammany 
candidate for Mayor. Seth Low, Citizens’ 
Union, was the choice of 928; General Tracy, 
Republican, of 875; and Henry George, Jef- 
ferson Democrat, of 661. The same districts 
last year gave the Republican candidate for 
Governor a plurality of 1,409. In the Tele-

New York, Oct. 13.—John Armstrong 
Chanler, the divorced husband of Amélie 
Rives, and great-grandson of John Jacob 
Astor, is reported to be insane in the Bloom- 
ingdale Asylum. 

The Evening World today says: 

„Mr. Chanler was confined against his 
wil! on an order issued in the regular way 
by the court. Mr. Chanler’s family, in com- 
mitting him, acted upon the advice of phy- 
sicians, and especially upon the advice of 
the doctor who had deen for many years 
Mr. Chanler’s regular physician. They act- 
ed further upon the advice of Dr. Starr, a 
specialist in mental disorders, and who 
signed the application for Mr. Chanler’s 
commitment. 

Mr. Chanler is not a violent lunatic, 
but, it is elleged, is subject to hallucina- 
tions. In the statements which formed the 
basis for his commitment his hallucina- 
tions included the belief that he had suc- 
ceeded by will power in changing the shape 
of his face and the color of his eyes, be- 
lieved himself to be the reincarnation of 
Napoleon, and that he would make a great 
fortune by a system of play at the Monte 
Carlo gambling tables.“ 


GIBSON IS FULLY EXONERATED. 


Unjust Arrest of the Cleveland Man 
in New York After Passing 
a Good Check. 


New York, Oct. 13.—Emmet C. Gibson, 
Vice President of the Akron, O., Street rail- 
way company, who was arraigned in Jeffer- 
son Market court Tuesday on a charge of 
having passed a worthless check fo: $640 
on H. B. Stimpson, auditor of the Imperial 
Hotel, and discharged, tonight issued this 
statement through his attorney:

FEVER'S HICH TIDE 


Death Rate Breaks the Record 
at New Orleans. 


NINE VICTIMS IN A DAY. 


Wisconsin Society Girl Goes 
South as a Nurse. 


NEW SERUM TO BE TRIED. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 13.—This was the 
record-smasher in the number of deaths in 
a single day from yellow fever since the 
sickness was first reported in New Orleans. 
At 7 o' clock this evening there had been nine 
fatalities reported during the twenty-four 
hours. Heretofore the highest number of 
deaths in any one day has been six. 

At the Board of Health tonight there was 
some discussion among the gathered phy- 
slelans as to whether the disease had as- 
sumed suddenly 4 more virulent form, or 
whether an aggregation of circumstances 
had sent up the list of deaths. Prominent 
doctors say they do not believe the disease 
has become more malignant in type. 

A very large number of recoveries was 
reported to the Board of Health today, and 
some of them were of people who had been 
ill but a few days. 

Advices from Mobile, Ala., show seven 
new cases in the city proper and six brought 
into the city from Magazine Point. Eight 
recoveries are reported, and no deaths for 
the last seventy-two hours. Total cases 
to date, 142; deaths, 20; recoveries, 80; re- 
maining under treatment, 42. 0 

Jackson, Miss., reports three new cases 
for the day, with only one death. 

Other new cases are: Scranton, Miss., 9 
cases, 1 death; McHenry, Miss., 1 case, 1 
death; Edwards, Miss., 7 cases, 1 death. 

Cleveland, O., Oct. 13.— Henry C. Rouse, 
President of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
railway, who returned last week from a trip 
through the Southwest, is seriously ill with 
a fever at his home on Euclid avenue. No 
one is allowed to see him, and the family 
physician declines to give his opinion regard- 
ing the nature of the ailment. Mr. Rouse’s 
business representative here declares that 
the malady is not yellow fever, but re- 
sembles typhoid. 

Fond du Lac, Wis., Oct. 13.—[{Special.]— 
Miss Janie Taylor, a young society woman 
of this city, will leave tomorrow for New 
Orleans, where she goes as a nurse in the 
yellow fever district. The friends of Miss 
Taylor have tried every means possible to 
have her give up the idea of going, but with 
no avail. In Chicago she will be joined by 
Miss Margaret Anderson of Montreal.

That in the assessment of property for taxation 
within the City of Chicago under the adminis- 
tration of the present law the inequalities in the 
standard of assessments, both as between indi- 
viduals and as between towns and districts with- 
ing the city, are most glaring. The most im- 
portant principle, and one which the require- 
ments of the constitution in that respect seeks 
to carry out, is that of uniformity and equality in 
the distribution of the tax burdens within the 
same taxing district. This requirement has never 

m and cannot even be approximately carried 
out even under an honest administration of the 
present law. The present law practically leaves 
the standard of value at which the assessments 
are made, as between individual property- 


' owners and as between towns and districts with- 


in the city, to the discretion or whim of the 
Town Assessor. He may and does assess certain 
property at one-fourth or one-sixth of its: fair 
cash value and other property at one-sixteenth 
cr one-twenty-fourth of its fair cash value. In 
case of such a discrepancy the proportionate 
burden of taxation upon one property-owner 
is four times as much as that upon the other. 
The present law does not in practice result in 
the adoption or following of a uniform standard 
or percentage of value at which the assessments 
shall be made throughout the city. The present 
law does not provide for or permit the correction 
of these inequalities of assessments, or any 
adequate review of the assessments made by the 
Town Assessor. Under the administration of the 
present law no two property-owners are assessed 
or taxed ‘at the same rate, and much property es- 
capes taxation.

DEATH INA PHANTOM 


Morton Ericson Kills Himself 
for Motor Failure. 


PERPETUAL MODEL. NO GO 


Inventor Found Hanging Among 
His Creations. 


POVERTY BREAKS HIS HEART 


Morton F. Ericson, a young recluse, hanged 
himself at 146 Milton avenue because he 
could not solve the problem of perpetual 
motion. The police found his body yester- 
day. He had been dead for some time. 

The body was suspended from a door in a 
rear room at the man’s home. The knees 
were only a few inches from the floor, and 
in accomplishing his self-destruction Eric- 
son must have crooked his knees and held 
his feet from the floor while he strangled. 
In the room were a number of models of 
machinery, among them the contrivance on 
which Etieson had spent years in an en- 
deavor td prove the possibility of perpetual 
motion. 

Suicide Was a Recluse. 

Ericson, who was known as a recluse in 
the neighborhood, occupied two small rooms 
on the second floor rear of 142 Milton ave- 
nue, which had been given to him free of 
rent by g. J. Akeson, a baker living on the 
lower floor of the same house. Akeson and 
Ericson were stanch friends, both of them 
having come to. America from the same 
part of Sweden. When Ericson arrived in 
this country three years ago he was 29 years 
old. He was possessed of an inventive mind, 
but the contrivances which he patented did 
not yield him any money and he was obliged 
to earn his living by working in machine 
shops. In Sweden, his friends say, he had 
been accustomed to the best of everything, 
and the misfortunes which beset him in 
America turned him into a pessimist. 

Recently he had declared that he hated 
Christians’ and that atheism was the only 
sensible form of thought. Three weeks ago 
Ericson worked for the Featherstone Iron 
company, and before that he had been em- 
ployed by Paul Berger, a slot machine man- 
ufacturer, Through his eccentric ways 
Ericson lost his position with the Feather- 
stone company and was left without any 
means of support. 


Had One True Friend. 


During his idleness he spent his entire time 
locked in his room with his machine models. 
Akeson extended aid to his friend in many 
ways, and when Ericson found himself 
without the money to buy food he was al- 
ways welcome at the table of his one true 
friend. Occasionally Ericson would speak 
of the machine upon which he was work- 
ing and declare that it meant fame and 
fortune to him. Several times he took the 
machine under his arm and left the house. 
On these occasions he would remain away 
for quite awhile. 

On Oct; 1 Ericson returned to Akeson’s 
home with the machine and went to his 
room. He had nothing to say to any of 
the members of the Akeson family and 
seemed to be in an unusually morose state 


RAID ON DOUGLAS & CO. 


W. T. HOOPS SWEARS OUT WARRANTS 
FOR THE BROKERS, 


Youthful Speculator Claims He Lost 
$6,575 Beeause They Refused to 
Close Out a Certain Stock When He 
Ordered Them to Do So—Stx Persons 
Are Arrested and Give Bonds for 
Their Appearance—Firm Asserts Its 
Business Is Legitimate. 


W. T. Hoops, who claims to have lost 
$6,575 in the place, yesterday swore out war- 
rants and had the brokerage establishment 
of W. H. Douglas & Co., Room 700, 226 La 
Salle street, raided by Central Station de- 
tectives. 

Six persons were arrested and taken to 
the Harrison Street Station. All were re- 
leased until today on their own recognizance, 
They were: 
W. H. Douglas, 
Wiliam Martin, 
J. E. Paul, 

W. T. Hoops, at whose instance the raid 
was effected, is perhaps the youngest specu- 
lator in Chicago. He is 20 years old and 
resides with his parents at 4112 Drexel boule- 
vard. Formerly of Fremont, Neb., he came 
to Chicago. three years ago, and begen 
speculating on the market six months ago. 
At that time his father gave him $10,000 to 
invest in business. He began playing the 
market and now foots up his loss at $8,000 
and has nothing to show for it save experi- 
ence. 

lie dealt with C. W. Hotchkin, 128 La 
Salle street, and claims that Hotchkin dealt 
with Douglas & Co. On Oct. 6 Hoops had 
1,100 shares of Chicago Gas stock long. He 
gave orders to close 800 of these shares at 
90, and says he heard Hotchkin telephone to 
Douglas & Co. to that effect. The market 
touched 99 and then dropped a fraction, re- 
covered and touched 99 a second time. 
Douglas & Co., he claims, refused to close 
his deal at 99 or at the first drop below that 
figure, although specifically ordered to do 
80, and the result was, so Hoops claims, he 
had to close out the entire 1,100 shares at 
96%, causing him a loss of $6,575. He says 
that he has the tape quotations of the day 
to prove that the market touched 99 and 
that there was no necessity for his loss, pro- 
vided the stock had been closed out accord- 
ing to his orders. 

Mr. Hoops said he had offered to settle 
with a loss of $3,000, but on the refusal of 
the firm to accept that proposition he had 
after consultation with Chief of Police Kip 
ley, determined to prosecute Douglas & 
Co. to the full extent of the law for swindling 
him. He acquitted the Civic federation o 
any participation in the suit. 

W. H. Douglas said he did not know W. 
T. Hoops, never had had any deals with him, 
and consequently could not account for the 
raid. His business was with brokers entire- 
ly, and he had no trading with any in- 
dividual. He denied that he conducted a 
bucket-shop and maintained that he had 
been doing a legitimate commission busi- 
ness. He said he had been in the commission 
business for fifteen years, for the last two 
years under the firm name of W. H. Doug- 
las & Co., and for seven years prior to that 
had been in business under his individual 
name. He stated further that he never had 
any trouble with any customer during his 
business career and until yesterday had 
never been under arrest for any offense,

The average walk- 
ing delegate, like the average man, wants to 
improve his own condition much more ear- 
nestly than the condition of mankind; and, 
unfortunately, it does not require very much 
money to improve his condition materially. 
A few thousand dollars is an independent 
fortune to a man who has been accustomed 
to earn only a dollar or two a day. 


USES FOR YUKON GOLD. 

No matter how much gold may be dug 
out along the Yukon and its tributaries 
during the next ten or twenty years the 
world will be able to find a good use for all 
of it. Even if the amount of a thousand 
millions were to be thrown into circulation 
during the next two or three years it would 
be absorbed forthwith by Russia, Austria- 
Hungary, and other European nations. It 
would be used by them in establishing the 
gold standard on the broadest possible 
foundation. 

China, India, and Japan will take another 
billion as soon as they can get it. The 
United States and other American coun- 
tries can find with the greatest ease em- 
ployment for a billion more. 

In the meanwhile silver will continue 
to sink in price and hence will be of less 
utility for monetary purposes except in 
the form of change.“ Before a year has 
gone by the ratio of silver to goid may be 
only 50 te 1. Two or three years hence 
it may be 60 to 1. Four or five years from 
now the ratio may be 80 or 100 to 1. Then 
the bullion in a silver dolar will be worth 
only 15 or. 20 cents and that in the dime 
only about two-thirds of a cent. 

As gold becomes more abundant the 
banks of this country will hold more and 
more of their reserves and their redemption 
funds in that metal. The same will be 
the case in Europe. Gradually also the 
amount of gold in circulation among the 
masses throughout the world will in- 
crease. The people and the banks will 
be able to absorb large quantities. 

If, owing to greatly increased production, 
the purchasing power of an ounce of gold, 
when buying labor. land, or commodities, 
should decrease, then a greater quantity 
of that metal will be needed to do the 
world’s business and at the same time the 
decline in the value of silver will not be so 
apparent. Its ratio to gold will not change 
as much as if gold remained e in 
value. 

There is no likelihood, * ever, of any 
such enormous output of Yukon gold as to 
cheapen that metal perceptibly. The last 
batch of miners from the Klondike brought 
down with. them 4 millions in gold and 
drafts un the company with which they 
have deposited their dust. They brought 
along also a wild story to the effect that 
the first boat down the Yukon in the spring 
will bring 200 tons of gold or 100 million 
dollars’ worth. When that gold arrives 
everybody will believe the-story. 

Still even if the receipts are very heavy 
next year it must be remembered that the 
gold being mined now is placer gold— 
found in the gravel in streams—and that 
it will be exhausted in a few years, as was 
the case in California. The most produe- 
tive diggings will be worked out speedily, 
and no new gold will come to take the 
place of that which has been carried off. 

When the “poor men’s mines” have 
been skimmed so that it will not pay to 
work them any longer the capitalists will 
take hold of the quartz mines. So Alaska 
will continue to be a great gold producer, 
but the annual product, large though it 
may be, will not equal the enormous quan- 
tities turned out by the placer mines during 
their comparatively brief term of life, as 
measured | by years. 


THE INDIANAPOLIS ELECTION. 

In November McKinley carried Indian- 
apolis on a full vote by a plurality of 6, 700. 
On Tuesday Taggart, the. Democratic 
candidate for Mayor, who got a plurality 
of 3,700 two years ago, was reélected by 
about the same plurality, 

This did not happen because the voters of 
Indianapolis think any mere favorably of 
Bryan and the monometaliic silver stand- 
ard than they did last year, Taggart had 
the support of the gold as well as of the sil- 
ver Democrats. He was for gold before the 
Chicago convention, but stuck by the or- 
ganization without changing his views. 
The silver question was not an issue in 
the contest. 

The Democrats dodged the silver question 
and the tariff. Their only issue was the 
spoils. On that issue the party was a 
unit. All the loafers and bummers support- 
ed Taggart. He is a “ good fellow.” He 
set hundreds of idle men at work during the 
campaign on alleged city improvements and 
posed as the friend of labor.“ 

He got all the votes that were cast for 
Bryan last year and he got also many that 
were cast for McKinley by others than gold 
Democrats. In 1802 thousands of working- 
men voted for Cleveland, though times were 
good and wages high. They were told they 
would better their condition by doing so. 
On the eontrary, they brought down on 
their heads a panic, lack of employment, 
and lower wages. 

Therefore, in 1896 these same men dealt 
the Democratic party a heavy blow. Siuce 
then times have been mending, but the Re- 
publicans, in their gratification over the im- 
provement, have overdonc the talk about 
“Prosperity,” especially when they have 
ascribed it to increased protection. 

The Democratic workingmen of Indian- 
apolis have seen the railroads doing better 
business. They have witnessed a more 
active demand for goods and some advance 
in prices. They have seen also many of 
their own number, who were idle last year, 
set at work, but not at the wages of 1892. 

These workingmen, not being very intelli- 
gent, have said to themselyes—and the labor 
demagogues have said to them—“ there is 
more protection for manufacturers, but our 
wages have not been raised. We are 
cheated. We will vote against the Repub- 
lican candidates and beat them.” So they 

Democratic manufacturers have not 
raised wages. Had they done so the Re- 
publican manufacturers would have had to 
do likewise or be without men. Yet these 
illogical workingmen take it fér granted 
that the Republican party is to blame 
and did what they could to défeat it. 

That which has happened in Indianapolis 
may happen in-Ohio and o States, If 
80, the Republicans in those States will 
not have the easy sledding they have been 
reckoning on. So the “statesmen ™ must 
beware lest they play too much on the

/ FOOTE ON MUNICIPAL REFORM. 

At the recent convention of Mayors in Co- 
lambus, O., Allen Ripley Foote of Wash- 
ington, D. C., declared that no reform in 
municipal government could come until 
there was a better system of keeping pub- 
lic accounts. Nothing could be accom- 
plished without data that would allow the 
comparison of one city with another, and 
this was impossible at present. He advo- 
cated the appointment of an auditor, who 
should be a State official, and a uniform sys- 
tem of bookkeeping for all the cities in the 
State. After that he thought reforms 
would be more readily secured. 

Mr. Foote has only touched the surface 
of municipal reform. Something more rad- 
ich] than this bread and water poultice 
must be applied. It would simply create 
mbre offices, which in turn would create 
mpre patronage and more corruption, and 
thus defeat its own object. 

What is really needed to bring about mu- 
nitipal reform is a majority of honest, pub- 
li¢-spirited citizens in each of a majority of 
the wards of a city, who will elect to the 
Council Aldermen of known and reliable 
honesty and no others. At present a ma- 
jotity of the voters in a majority of the 
wards are composed of roughs and toughs 
who are aliens in thought and sentiment to 
evérything that is honest and of good re- 
port and un-Americanized persons who do 
not care for or desire to have honest Alder- 
men and who cherish no. resentments 
aghinst, but, on the other hand, rather ad- 
mire, Aldermen who practice boodling and 
who betray the public interests for bribes. 

This is the situation in the fewest possi- 
ble words. How is a majority of honest, 


‘public-spirited citizens to be procured in a 


majority of the wards?. That is the real 
problem and that is the only problem. 
Once this majority is found all the 
rest will follow and City Councils will 
be | ‘clean. Until it is found they will re- 
main unclean, for a Council cannot rise 
higher than its source. The character of a 
Common Council reflects the character of 
the voters who elected it. 

Mr. Foote's idea might be of some small 
value as a fact of statistics or municipal 
bodkkeeping. But nothing can be found 
which will act as a substitute for robust 
honesty on the part of a majority of the 
voters in 2 majority of the wards. Nothing.

' §HERMAN TO SALISBURY. 

Secretary Sherman has replied to the 
Marquis of Salisbury’s note dedlining to 
participate in the proposed Wathington 
conference on the sealing question in a 
spitit to which even our irritable friend, 
„Johnny Bull,” can scarcely take an ex- 
ception. If there is any intimation made 
of inconsistency or backing down,” it 
is hacked by such documentary and other 
evidence as the British Premier and people 
will have no oceasion to call in question._ 

The evidence that the invitation to Rus- 
sia and Japan to take part in the con- 
terqnce was not an afterthought, as has 
beeh charged, but had been specifically 
made known to Lord Salisbury by Minister 
Hay, is put in terms that cannot be mis- 
understood and will hardly fail to command 
the credence of all impartial minds. ‘Thus 
the American-hating English papers will 
be deprived of their chief argument in de- 
tente of the Premier's vacillating course 
on this subject as well as a principal ground 
of attack upon the United States. 

The note furnishes gratifying assurance 
that the conference is not to be broken up 
by England's pigheaded course, but will 
go on with Russia, Japan, and the United 
States as participants just as if England 
had not backed out in such ungraceful 
fashion. At the same time Lord Salisbury 
is informed that Great Britain and its 
daughter, Canada, can have seats at the 


“setond table —that is to say, can par- 


ticipate in a supplementary conference with 
the United States if it is willing to stand by 
what it has claimed to be the original agree- 
ment. So there will be no excuse for play- 
ing off on this subject further unless there 
is a distinct purpose on the part of Great 
Britain and Canada not to enter upon any 
investigation of the matter whatever. 


THE IMPRACTICABLE PROHIBITIONISTS. 

On Sunday last the temperance so- 
cieties of this city celebrated the one 
hundred and seventh anniversary of the 
birth of Father Mathew, a man whose great 
services in thé cause of temperance in Ire- 
land and the United States cannot be held 
in too high honor. 

Several addresses were made at the meet- 

ing which followed the strect parade. All 
the speakers united in deploring the evils 
of liquor-drinking, but they differed radical- 
ly in the remedies they proposed. One of 
them demanded political action. He want- 
ed “the total abstainers and prohibitionists, 
and ‘temperance people generally, to get in 
line and make the movement one of polities. 
In np other way could their ends be accom- 
plished.” There were, he believed, good 
people enough in the country to combat 
the brewers and distillers and force them 
out of business.” 
Another speaker, a Catholic priest, de- 
clared that he was not in favor of political 
action. He did not ask for legal prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic because it does 
not prohibit, and creates a contempt for all 
law.” 

It must be admitted that the priest who 
discauntenanced prohibiting laws has a 
much clearer idea of the situation than the 
layman who demanded them, so as to 
fore the brewers and distillers out of 
business.” The former has learned yhat 
brewers and distillers do not create the de- 
mand for malt liquors and spirits, but that 
they exist because of the demand for such 
drinks, and that as long as the appetite 
which craves those drinks exists the de- 
mand for them will be satisfied. It will be 
satisfied no matter how stringent the afti- 
liquar laws may be or how rigorous the at- 
tempts to enforce them. 

Prphibition laws have been tried during 
the last fifty years in many States and com- 
munities. Men who believed in the efficacy 


of those laws have heen elected to enforce 


them. Yet after faithful trial it has been 
settled except for those who will not see 
wes prohibition cannot be enforced satis- 
ly in any community where a con- 
— ble per cent of the adult males are 
ted to it. Where à majority of the 
adult males are opposed to the law, there 
will not be even a pretense of enforcing it. 
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wild statements as to a ill int if 
their demands are not granted. The evils 
of the liquor traffic are very great, but they 
exaggerate those evils. Tue Trisunz has 
dwelt often on the evils which those men 
who consume the most liquor—the “ poor 
men — bring down on their heads by in- 
dulging their appetites. It has shown how 
much money they pour down their throats 
and the much better use they can make of 
that money. 

It is not true, however, as is claimed by 
extremists, that the republic will soon fall 
if the saloon power continues,” Nor is it 
true that “the nation will fall to pieces if 
drunkeuness continues to increase as it has 
in the last quarter of a century.“ During 
that period the United States has taken in 
millions of immigrants belonging to the 
drinking races of Europe, and yet there has 
been no such increase in drunkenness as to 
give cause for fear as to the future of the 
nation. 

It will not be denied, even by an ultra- 
prohibitionist, that there is proportionately 
less drunkenness than there was fifty years 
ago. But it is equally true that, taking 
into consideration the fact that the popula- 
tion is nearly double what it was 2 quarter 
of a century ago, there are fewer drunkards 
now than there were then. As men become 
more intelligent they get more self-control 
and they govern their appetites better. 


A MORTGAGE BANKING SYSTEM. 

There appears to be a growing conviction 
in the minds of capitalists and financiers, 
as well as a large class of property-holders 
who require the employment of capital on 
long time, that the business interests of the 
United States have reached a point where 
the introduction of banks devoted especial- 
ly to mortgage investments is called for, 
Although institutions of this class already 
exist in France, Germany, Russia, and 
other European countries, nothing of the 
sort has yet been established in this coun- 
try, our system being limited solely to com- 
mercial or savings banks, whose loans are 
only for short periods. Interest will, there- 
fore, attach to the synopsis printed else- 
where in this morning’s TRIBUNE of an ad- 
dress on this subject delivered yesterday by 
Mr. Oren B. Taft of this city before the 
seventh annual convention of the Bankers’ 
Association of Illinois, in session at Peoria. 

Among the advantages especially claimed 
for the mortgage banking system are: 
(1) Reduced rates of interest on mortgage 
debts; (2) provision for gradual and easy 
payment; (3) wider distribution of lending 
capital; (4) improved means for obtaining 
credit upon real estate mortgages for pur- 
chase, improvement, or development; and 
(5) creation of a form of investment secu- 
rity more desirable than the present form of 
mortgage loans, 

The main features of the systems in vogue 
in banks of this character as they exist in 
France and Germany are outlined by Mr. 
Taft at considerable length. These include 
(1) the privilege of loans to borrowers for 
periods of forty to seventy-five years, made 
payable in annual installments (called 
“‘amortizements ”) added to the interest 
and so calculated as to distribute payment 
of the debt over the entire period; (2) and 
the issue of interest bearing guaranteed 
bonds by the bank against the loans made 
or securities purchased at a ratio carefully 
regulated by law. For details of this feat- 
ure it is necessary to refer the reader to the 
address itself. It is sufficient to say that 
these bonds in countries where mortgage 
banks exist are regularly listed on the 
stock exchange and constitute a regular, 
and in some cases a favorite, mode of in- 
vestment. Statistics relating to these feat- 
ures are very fully presented in the address. 

The average life of real estate mortgages 
in the United States, according to the last 
decennial] census, is 4.81 years, and in the 
State of Illinois a little over four years, 
while the average rate of interest on real 
estate loans advances as we go west—that 
of Illinois being 6.78 per cent and in Kan- 
sas 8.83 per cent, against 5.51 per cent in 
Massachusetts. The relatively increased 
burden upon borrowers in Illinois and the 
West generally, Mr. Taft argues, would 
be diminished by a system which equalized 
the distribution of loaning capital, while it 
spread the payment over a longer period of 
time than the present system allows. 

These conclusions are-supported and en- 


forced by citing the relatively lower rate 


at which the funds of life insurance com- 
panies are loaned on real estate security. 
As a further example the Crédit Foncier 
of France is quoted, where the rate of in- 
terest on mortgage loans in 1850 (two years 
before the establishment of that institu- 
tion) was 7 to 10 per cent, but soon after fell 
to 514 per cent and is now 4 per cent. 

The subject discussed by Mr, Taft will be 
of interest alike to borrowers and investors.

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THE SITUATION IN IOWA. 

Mr. McMillan, the chairman of the lowa 
Republican State committee, announces 
that he “is not satisfied with the situa- 
tion.” The Republicans are displaying too 
much confidence to please him and too 
much of that indifference which is apt to 
accompany confidence. 

The chairman complains that there has 
not. been “ half enough work done.” The 
State is better organized than ever be- 
fore and the Gubernatorial candidate is 
having fine meetings, but “ the loca] speak- 
ers are not turning out and helping to 
work up some interest.” There must be 
considerable hard work done ar the Ke- 
publicans will get only a beggarly majority. 

Mr. McMillan says the enthusiasts are 
claiming that the State will give 75,000 
or 100,000 majority for Shaw. He is of 
the opinion that it is folly to claim any 
such majority unless “ some enthusiasm is 
generated.” If the spirit of overconfidence 
and apathy prevails he does not look for a 
majority of more than 15,000 or 20,000 at 
the very best. Such a majority, he thinks, 
would be “almost as bad as defeat.“ It 
certainly would have a discouraging effect 
on Republicans elsewhere. 

Last fall lowa gave McKinley a majority 
of 65,000 over Bryan. The Democrats of 
the State are making the fight this year on 
the same issue as last year. Now, as then, 
they are demanding the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, and that 
the silver dollars thus coined shall be made 
a legal tender to be used retroactively in 
the payment of dehts contracted under the 
gold standard. Bryan bag been over in 
Iowa to help Candidate ite and has 
been making the same speeches there he 
did in 1896.

STILL MANEUVERING FOR DELAY. 

The policy which the Sagasta Cabinet has 
resolyed to pursue in reference to Cuban 
affairs is clearly indicated by yesterday's 
Madrid dispatch giving the tenor of the note 
which the Spanish Minister of State has 
prepared in reply to General Woodford’s 
interrogatories on the subject. 

While the note is intended to be respect- 
ful and renews the assurance of an early 
offer of autonomy to the Cuban people, it 
is evident that the policy of procrastination 
and delay, which has characterized the 
whole history of the war, is still to be per- 
sisted in. There is an apparent show of 
irritation in the intimation with which the 
note closes, that the war would have ended 
long ago but for the aid received by the 
insurgents from sympathizers in this coun- 
try “under cover of the United States 
flag.” Taken alone it would require no 
distortion of language to construe this as 
an indorsement of the bloody policy of 
Butcher Weyler, as well as an implied de- 
fiance to the United States. While some- 
thing of the sort was probabiy necessary to 
satisfy the prejudices of the Spanish popu- 
lace, it naturally suggests the question 
whether the offer of pretended reforms in 
Cuba, accompanied by the recall of Weyler, 
has any other basis than a desire to head 
off American intervention. If this is the 
sole motive for the promised concessions, 
instead of their having been freely offered 
as a matter of established government pol- 
icy, they will scarcely win needed confi- 
dence by convincing the world that they are 
anything more than a temporary expedient, 
and may be discarded at any time when it 
is considered safe to do so. This is certain- 
ly not the policy which is essential to a true 
autonomy or indispensable to the establish- 
ment of permanent peace. 

In the light of the facts so far developed 
there appears no conclusive evidence that 
the policy of the new Spanish Cabinet is 
to be in any material sense a departure 
from that of its predecessor. On the con- 
trary, the suspicion is provoked that it is 
to be merely a repetition of the game 80 
successfully played upon the Cleveland- 
Olney administration for nearly two years, 
at a cost of 20 to 30 million dollars’ worth 
ot American property destroyed by Weyler 
and his pillaging hordes, to say nothing of 
the expense to which the United States 
government has been subjected in playing 
watehdog for Spain along the south At- 
lantic coast. Will President McKinley 
and his constitutional advisers have the 
“ wool pulled over their eyes" by any such 
transparent device? If so, the country will 
strongly suspect that it is because they wish 


to be deceived, 
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TuHat eminent financier, the Hon. Jerry 
Simpson, has been casting a casual eye 
upon the situation, and finds it is no better 
than it should be. Other people may take 
courage from the improvement in business 
and the rise in the price of breadstuffs. But 
not the Hon. Jerry. He knows better. 
Prosperity, as it prospers in this devoted 
republic, is only a false appearance. Crops 
are large, but the more we raise the worse 
for us. Prices are rising, but the more 
money we get the poorer we shall be. The 
trouble is that England is paying us in our 
own securities, which she is particularly 
anxious to get rid of now they are becoming 
more valuable. Pretty soon we shall have 
traded all our wheat and cotton and mant- 
factures for stocks and bonds, and then 
what will happen? It is as plain as day. 
We shall have nothing to eat and nothing 
to wear except stocks and bonds, and every- 
body knows they are not particularly palat- 
able. Then there will be a famine and a 
panic. The people will starve until they 
have only just strength enough to curse the 
McKinley administration for restoring Re- 
publican good times, and then they will 
perish in millions. Bryan will be too weak 
to talk. Kansas will be depopulated, and 
only its Congressmen in Washington will 
survive, sustaining life on sugar and water 
alone. The banks will be looted by the 
wicked Rothschilds. The bright sun will be 
extinguished, and the stars will wander 
vacant in the rayless space. Hvidently the 
Hon. Jerry has had a dream which was not 
all a dream. Most of it must have been 
Welsh rarebit and mixed ale.

NEW HAVEN CONVENTION. 


Distinguished Men Describe the 
Great Work Going On. 


SPEECHES OF CHICAGOANS. 


New Haven, Conn., Oct, 13.—The session 
of the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions today opened with a 
business session, The report of the Co- 
operating committee for the New England 
district was read by W. F. Whittemore of 
Boston, and a similar report by C. H. Case 
of Chicago for the District Codperative 
Committee of the Interior. 

The feature of the morning was the read- 
ing of a paper on The Success of Missions,”’ 
by the Rev. Dr. Judson of Boston. 

The Rev. John Henry Barrows, D. D., of 
Chicago, who last year made a European 
and Oriental tour of Christian missions, 
spoke as follows: 

“Mr. President: 1 do not feel far away 
from home among Congregationalists, espe- 
clally when speaking upon missions. In all 
the long journey from Constantinople to 
Honolulu I had fellowship with the mission- 
aries of the American board. It is an honor 
to know these men and women, and to have 
been received into their homes and to have 
helped. however slightly, their great work 
is to mie one of the most satisfactory recol- 
lections of life. 

“A single glimpse of a congregation of 
Hindoo Christians is a better argument for 
missions than any eloquence can elaborate. 
If the next annual meeting of the American 
board could be held in the heart of Indla 
there would be no further need for Dr. 
Storrs and your noble secretaries to urge 
you to keep out of debt. Things seen are 
greater than things heard, and yet things 
heard by the heart of faith and good will 
and by minds of keen and sympathetic in- 
telligence ought to awaken such an interest 
as to sweep Christian America into the very 
vanguard of the missionary battle. 

It is almost impertinence for me or any 
one else to eulogize the spirit of wisdom and 
courage and self-denying devotion which 
has marked the lives of your missionaries, 
those now living and those who have entered 
into brighter spheres. The stars of the 
Southern cross look down through the palm 
trees of India upon the graves of American 
Christians, graves as sacred as any in Plym- 
outh or New Haven, in Greenwood or Gettys- 
burg, and the voices which come from these 
heroic sepulchers are such an appeal to the 
Christian heart of America that, mingled 
with the plaintive voices of Asia's dying 
millions, it will not permit you to take one 
step backward.” 


Praises Hawaii. 


After calling attention to some of the un- 
just cfiticisms on Christian missions, the 
speaker continued: 

It L were asked to name that place which 
I have seen in all the world where Christian 
civilization, as shown in general intelligence 
and morality and good will among different 
races, in the abundance of schools, asylums, 
and churches, in widespread material pras- 
perity, and in zealous devotion to the ex- 
pansion of God's kingdom on earth, had 
reached its brightest manifestations, I should 
mention without a moment’s hesitancy a 
tiny state in the Pacific which Congregation- 
al missions lifted out of savagery, and which 
may before long be linked to the American 
commonwealth—the island republic of Ha- 
wall, | 
“There are two things which most deeply 
touch the heart of the American patriot and 
Ameridan Christian. These are the flag and 
the créss, our country and our country’s 
duty ta the whole world; America for Christ 
and Christ for all men. One returns home 
with a new and stronger faith in the gospel's 
universal efficacy after hearing the old 
Christian hymns sung in Arabic and Mara- 
thi, in Hindoo and Karaneses, in Tamil and 
Bengali, in the tongues of China and Japan. 
Many a time in the early Sabbath hours the 
voices of children carrying the old tunes in 
strange tongues have floated to our ears 
across the mission compound in some city 
of the Punjab or on the surf-beaten and 
spicy shores of Ceylon, and I have felt my 
heart beat faster as I realized the oneness 
of Christian faith and hope and love in the 
breasts of all disciples, and as I have been 
thrilled anew by the sweet glory of that 
gospel which it is your mission and mine to 
carry to all those whom God loves and for 
whom the Savior died. 

“ The type of Christianity which America 
represents is more ethical, humane, pro- 
gressive, life-giving than the types of Ori- 
ental churches and of the national European 
establishments. America’s place in Chris- 
tianizing the world is far ahead in the very 
foremost ranks. We have the greatest 
wealth of all nations; here Christianity has 


had a free field for the exercise of its divine I b 


energies; here the sense of individual re- 
sponsibility has been developed, and God has 
placed us, like Israel of old, in the center of 
the nations, touching England's greatest 
colonyſon the north and the whole Spanish 
world, reaching from the Rio Grande to 
Cape Horn, on the south, while to the west 
of us is that Asiatic world of immeasurable 
greatnéss, which, when awakened out of 
sleep, will combine with America to make 
the Pacific Ocean the chief highway of the 
world's commeree.“ 


Results of Missionary Work. 


In closing Dr. Barrows said: 

There is nothing fantastic or unreal tn 
the missionary purposes which fill your 
hearts tonight. The century we live in is 
illustrigus as the time when the church of 
Christ so enlarged her tents as to present 
the appearance of a universal faith. I have 
seen the fruitage of Christian missionary 
work in the cities and mud villages along 
the Nile, where the impoverished remnants 
of population whose ancestors may have 
built pyramids are coming out into a spirit- 
ual Uberty and independence for which 
Pharaohs and Ptolemys, Caliphs and Khe- 
dives, never made provision. 

“I have seen Christian missions every- 
where, in more thaa a score of crowded cities 
in India, touching with the light of the gos- 
pel the minds of the little children in the 
schools and the restless youth in the col- 
leges; sounding its message in the brilliant 
and dusty basaars, and bringing the hand of 
medical'skill and the voice of Christian con- 
solation to the wards of many a hospital. 
Christian schools look out upon the eternal 
snows @f Himalayas and the everlasting 
verdure$ mantling the forest-crowned hills 
and rieé covered plains of Ceylon. I have 
found the Christian herald at work where 
the Island of Singapore keeps watch be- 
tween the Pacific and Indian seas, and where 
the mountain island of Hongkong guards 
one of the chief harbors of China and the 
fourth rt of the world, and where the 
islands of Japan are to become more beau- 
tiful with the leaves of the gospel than with 
the cherry blossoms in the springtime.“

OPIUM AGAIN HIGHER AND ALL THE 
DRUG LIST FIRM. 


Further Advance in Prices and the 
Outlook Against Any Large Future 
Supply Owing to the Destruction 
of Plantations in India and Ceylon 
Local Merchants Abundantly Sat- 
isfied at the Trade Outlook—Drug- 
gists in Convention, 


ll the recent predictions regarding the 
future of gum oplum are being realized. A 
further advance of 15c has taken place this 
week, quotations now being $2.00@3.00. The 
market is firm at these prices, as the figures 
are lower than those at which the drug can 
be imported at the present time. Foreign 
manufacturers have been keeping the price 
of quinine down on account of the large con- 
tracts which they had on hand, deliveries. 
on which have been very light for some 
weeks. Prices are now about 25 per cent, 
above former figures. The trade does not 
expect them to be any lower, as planters in 
India and Ceylon have decided the cultiva- 
tion of tea will be more profitable than 
cinchonidia bark, and are plowing up planta- 
tions heretofore devoted entirely to bark 
culture. 

Trade generally is fair and thereisa better 
feeling at all the larger houses. Whole- 
salers report country orders up to the best 
October in former good years in point of size 
and number, and as representing an impor- 
tant increase over the corresponding date 
last year. Among importers and manu- 
facturers there is an improved feeling, the 
movement of stock from first hands being 
satisfactory and at prices that represent in 
many instances a speculative profit. The 
general market is firm with advancing 
tendencies, and the outlook is very bright 
for holders of stock. Trade prospects for 
the late fall and winter months are regarded 
as most encouraging. Collections contfnue 
satisfactory, the country trade showing a 
noteworthy promptness in meeting bills, and 
the city trade is responding to the demands 
made upon them with greater liberality. 

The twenty-third annual meeting of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ association 
is in session this week at Richmond, Va., 
with a representation present from near 
every State in the union.

Unless the Joint Traffic association roads 
reconsider their action in advancing rates on 
corn from Chicago to New York to the basis 
of 2214 cents a hundred pounds, east-bound 
business this winter will be duller than it was 
last year. Notwithstanding no grain is be- 
ing shipped at present to the gulf ports ow- 
ing to the yellow fever, and all export ship- 
ments have to be made via Eastern seaports, 
last week's through shipments from Chicago 
to the Eastern seaboard were 10,000 tons 
less than they were for the corresponding 
week last year. The lake shipments from 
this city to the East are only about one- 
half of what they were amonthago. When 
‘the advanced rates are put in effect to- 
morrow shipments will become still lighter. 

The bulk of the grain shipped to the sea- 
board during the winter is corn and this 
article cannot stand a rate of 22% cents from 
Chicago to New York. The average rate 
from the corn producing territory in the 
West to Chicago is 10 cents a hundred 
pounds, which, if added to the new rate from 
Chicago to New York, makes the total 
through rate nearly 83 cents a hundred 
pounds or 5 cents more than yesterday's 
market price of corn in this city. 

Western railroad officials say their east- 
bound business has fallen off fully one-half 
during the last two or three weeks on ac- 
count of the prohibitive rates on grain. So 
long as the Eastern roads persist in charg- 
ing excessive rates from Chicago, they say, 
no improvement can be expected, for if the

ent market price of corn. 

Earnings of the Western roads, notwith- 
standing the decrease in the east-bound 
business, continue to show large increases. 
This is due to a remarkable improvement in 
commercial affairs. Shipments of manu- 
factured articles and merchandise to points 
in the West and Northwest have not been as 
heavy as as they are at present for several 


years past. .

Next Monday the United States Supreme 
Court is expected to hand down its long- 
looked-for decision in the Nebraska maxi- 
mum freight cases.

It consists of a composite 
car, with tonsorial apartment and attendant, 
a bathroom, and an observation buffet smok- 
ing-room; a ladies’ parlor and compartment 
car containing seven private sleeping com- 
partments and a large parlor as assembly 
hall, fitted with easy chairs, sofas, table, 
library, and secretary supplied with con- 
veniences for correspondence; two double 
drawing-room ten-section sleeping cars and 
one of the most modern dining cars, in which 
meals are served a la carte. Only three 
days will be consumed in making the trip on 
the sunset limited between Chicago and 
California.

Shows a Big Increase. 


FREIGHT TONNAGE RUGE. 


In Spite of Automatic Couplers 
| More Men Are Hurt. 


WAGES CUT GREAT FIGURE. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 13.—The ninth 
statistical report of the interstate com- 
merce commission for the year ended June 
0, 1896, gives interesting information con- 
cerning the mileage, equipment, number of 
employés, capitalization and valuation, acci- 
dents, and earnings and expenses of railways 
in the United States for the year named. 
One hundred and fifty-one roads, repre- 
senting 30,475 miles of operated mileage, 
were in the hands of receivers on June 30, 
1896, a decrease of eighteen from the pre- 
vious year. The capital stock represented 
by the railways controlled by receivers was 
$742,597 698, and the funded debt was $999,- 
733,766. 

The total railway mileage on June 30, 
1896, was 182,776, ah increase of 2,119 for the 
year, Georgia showing the largest increase 
—viz.: 233 miles. The number of locomo- 


classes 1,297,649, an increase of 251 locomo- 
tives and 27,088 cars. Of the total cars and“ 
locomotives 448,854 were fitted with train 
brakes and 545,583 with automatic couplers. 
The number of freight locommptives fitted 
with automatic couplers was 3,373 out ofa 
total of 20,351, and the cars in freight service 
fitted with train brakes was 379,058 out of a 
total of 1,221,887. 

An interesting feature of the report is a 
summary showing the amount of compen- 
sation paid to the railway employés of the 
United States, who aggregated 826,620. 
Their aggregate compensation amounted to 
over 60 per cent of the total operating ex- 
penses of all railways, a slight decrease 
from the preceding year. 

Much data on the capitalization and valua- 
tion of railway property is contained in the 
report. The amount of railway capital, it 
is shown, was $10,566,865,771, which, as- 
signed on a mileage basis, shows a capital of 
$59,610 per mile of line, and, if current lia- 
‘bilities be included as part of the capital, 
$63,068 per mile of line. The amount of 
‘capital stock was $5,226,527,269, of which 
'$969,956,692 was preferred. A fraction over 
70 per cent of the capital stock paid no divi- 
dends. 

The total dividends amounted to $87, 603, - 
871. Passengers carried during the year 
numbered 511,772,737, an increase of over 
4,000,000 compared with the previous year, 
which, however, showed a decrease of 33,- 
260, 887 as compared with 1894. 

Freight tonnage amounted to 765,891,385, 
the largest ever reported for railways in 
this country, and an increase of nearly 70,- 
000,000. Gross earnings amounted to $1,150.- 
(160,376, an increase of nearly $75,000,000, 
iresulting in a net income of over $33,000,000 
‘larger than the previous year. 

Nearly 1,900 employés were killed and al- 
most 30,000 injured during the year, an in- 
crease of 50 in those killed and over 4,000 
in the number injured. One hundred and 
‘eighty-one passengers were killed and near- 


ily 8,000 injured. The number of persons 


other than employes and passengers 
‘killed was 4,406, and those injured 5,845. 
These figures include casualties to persons 
reported as trespassers. For every 444 men 
‘employed on railways one was killed, and for 
every twenty-eight men employed one was 
‘injured. 

| One trainman was killed for each 152 train- 
men employed, and one trainman was in- 
jured for each ten mei employed. The 


senger killed was 2,827,474, and the number 
of passengers carried for one passenger in- 
jured was 178,132.

POSSIBLE EFFECT ON THE JURY. 


The Luetgert defense made its opening 
argument yesterday. For five and a half 
hours Attorney Albert Phalen denounced 
Inspector Schaack, the detectives, the 
State's Attorneys, and Luetgert’s former 
friends and employés who had turned 
against him. The police were accused with 
trying to railroad Luetgert to the gailows, 
and the State’s witnesses weré fiatly 
charged with perjuring themselves for fear 


of the police. 
When the speech was interrupted by the 


adjournment of court even Luetgert’s best 
friends acknowledged that the speech had 
-been a disappointment, and that instead of 
helping Luetgert’s case his junior counsel 
had laid himself open to attack by State’s 
Attorney Deneen in his closing argument, 
and to a possible censure in the Judge's 
charge. 

During the long address, which will be con- 
cluded today, the twelve jurors sat gazing 
vacantly out of the windows or curiously 
waching the audience, Only infrequently 
did they give more than the most listless at- 
tention to what Attorney Phalen was say- 
Ing. At times, when Attorney Vincent or 
the State’s Attorneys made suggestions to 
the speaker when he seemed to be in error 
about dates and the names of witnesses, the 
jurors looked up with interest. 


_ Jurors May Have Been Tired Out. 
The jurors may have been tired out with 
the two days' speech of Assistant State's 
Attorney McEwen, but it was plain to every 
one that Attorney Phalen’s statement of the 
defense was not holding their close attention. 
Even the audience, which had hung breath- 
Jeasly to every word of Mr. MeEwen's the day 
before, dwindled out. When the speaker 
wandered from the evidence at one time At- 
torney Vincent drew him aside and asked 
him to stick to his text.“ 

Mr. Phalen’s voice began to give out before 
he had been spéaking an hour, to add to his 
other troubles.

LOOP HURTS SURFACE LINES. 


West Side Street Cars Expected to Cut 
Down Expenses to Meet De- 
creased Business. . 


The recent connection of the Metropolitan 
L with the loop line has made inroads 
into the income of the West Side surface 
lines which are worthy of consideration 
and may in the near future cripple the ser v- 
ice now being given on those roads. It was 
said yesterday that the management of the 
street car companies had already laid oft 
nine cars on the West Side system and that 
many more would have to go from the 
feeders, but this statement was a trifle 
premature. The fact is that this may be 
expected in the latter part of the week, prob- 
ably Wefinesday or Thursday. One of the 
men on the Madison street line said of the 
proposed change: 

No cars were taken off of our line today, 
but we understand that they will be taken 
off tomorrow or the next day. Weare now 
running with an average of 500 passengers 
a day to each car.“ 

One of the men working at the barns of 
the Van Buren and Harrison street lines, at 
the corner of Van Buren street and Kedzie 
avenue, said:. The Metropolitan will hurt 
us more than it will any other line, because 
we are only feeders to the main line and the 
L' road runs between us and the Harrison 
street line, and when the people find that 
the Metropolitan can give them better serv- 
ice than we are giving they will patronize 
that road.“ One of the men from the Mil- 
waukee line said: “We men understand 
that the boss has given orders that there 
shall be nine runs taken off as soon as the 
average cut on the travel reaches a certain 
point, and ‘from the way it is now falling 
off that will not be long.” 

The men at the general offices either dis- 
claim any knowledge of the affair or refuse 
to talk. The assistant superintendent said 
that he had not heard of any cars being 
taken off, and when asked if it were true 
that there were to be cars taken off the 
latter part of the week he replied tartly that 
it was not an affair for publication at any 
rate. 

There are now on the Madison street line 
fifty-two runs, averaging three cars to a 
run and two minutes between each car. If 
the proposed change is made it will allow 
three-minute cars for the central district 
and six-minute cars for the limits, instead 
of two and four minute cars as they now 
exist.

„If the city wants to test the matter of 
street car lines hauling United States mail,“ 
Superintendent Troy of the railway mail 
service said last night, ‘‘ I guess the govern- 
ment will meet it. Any interference on the 
part of the city would be regarded as an in- 
terference with the mails. The cable car 
lines are post routes. The companies carry 
the mail on a contract. The federal courts 
have held frequently the streets of cities are 
post roads in the contemplation of the acts 
of Congress.“ . 

Corporation Counsel Thornton gave out an 
opinion earlier in the day, prepared at the 
request of the Council, that the street car 
companies are exceeding their franchise 
rights in carrying United States mail. It 
was in answer to a request from the City 
Council, introduced in that body by Alder- 
man Coughlin two weeks ago, when a strike 
on the South Side lines seemed imminent. 

In his opinion Mr. Thornton recites the 
various ordinances granting franchises to 
the different street car lines of Chicago, and 
holds the sole right granted by them is to 
carry passengers. Continuing, he says: 

No permission ever seems to have been granted 
by. the Common Council permitting the street 
car companies or any of them to carry mail. 0 
It is my opinion the street railway companies are 
now carrying the United States mail in direct op- 
pusition to the provisions of the original grant to 
the railway companies. Of course the mere 
authorization by the United States authorities is 
not sufficient to entitle the street railway com- 
panies to carry mail against the express provjsions 
of the several ordinances under which th are 
operating. 

Mr. Thornton, however, does not explain 
how the companies are going to be stopped 
from continuing their present practice, and 
Mayor Harrison said he did not see any 
reason why he should interfere in the mat- 
ter. The decision had been given in re- 
sponse to a request of the City Council, he 
said, and the Council could do as it pleased 
with it. 

Ex-Judge Grinnell, counsel for the Chicago 
City railway company, declined to express 
an opinion on the ruling of Corporation 
Counsel Thornton. 

A prominent official of the North Chicago 
railway company said the Postmaster Gen, 


eral had the right to declare any railway 


a post road. He was of the opinion it lies 
in the power of the Postmaster General to 
make a post road of any street or highway 
in Chicago, and the street car companies 
do not have to ask permission of the city 
to carry the mails. He said the original 
charter did not prohibit the carrying of 
mails and the Allen bill authorized the roads 
to perform that service.

VALUABLE PACKET is LOST. 


Envelope Containing $14,000 Mysteri- 
ously Disappears from Registered | 
Mail Pouch. |

FIXES: LIMITS FOR DUMPING. 


Mayor Harrison Orders Harbor Dredg- 
ings Deposited Within the 1,000- 
Foot Shore Line. 


Mayor Harrison gave instructions to the 
Commissioner of Public Works yesterday to 
have the dumpings of all harbor dredgings 
made within the 1,000-foot shore line south of 
Sixteenth street. This instruction was given 
as the result of recommendations from Com- 
missioner of Health Reynolds. Dumpings 
in the region of the proposed Lake Front 
Park extension are now impossible, accord- 
ing to the commissioner, because the South 
Park board has declined to defray the ex- 
pense of maintaining a channel for the scows. 


Dr. Reynolds’ Letter. 

The action of the Mayor followed imme- 
, diately upon the receipt of the following let- 
ter from Commissioner Reynolds: 

Chicago, Oct. 12.—His Honor, Carter H. 
Harrison, Mayor, City of Chicago—Dear Bir: 
In my annual report for 1894 I discussed at 
some length the pollution of the city water 
supply from the lake-emptying sewers—a 
sewage contribution from. a population of 
between, 300,000 and 400,000 people—and 
showed the reduction of the death rate from 
typhoid fever and from acute intestinal 
diseases caused by the extension ‘of the 
water tunnels-into the lake beyond the area 
of continuous sewage pollution.” 

After reviewing at length the relation be- 
tween the death rate and the condition of the 
water supply, as shown by the Health de- 
partment records, and stating the bad aver- 
age of September, 1806, was due to the dump- 
ing of harbor dredgings within a mile and a 
half of the water intake of the Fourteenth 
street tunnel, the Jetter resumes:

Further Recommendations. 


If your Honor shall decide to authorize the 
dumping within the 1,000-foot limit then I 
beg to suggest that the Harbor Master be in- 
structed to see that the deposit be made im- 
mediately within the limit and not close to

shore; and that the tows be compelled to 
dump in rotation from north to south, and 
not within 1,000 feet of each preceding dump. 
These regulations would secure, on the one 
hand, the deposit of dredgings in a depth of 
water sufficient to prevent accretion and the 
formation of shoals, and, on the other hand, 
the necessary wave agitation for prompt 
oxidation and consequent Inoffensiveness.
